United States, according to the re­ 
port. Increased stocks are shown 
in

Jersey, 
Delaware, 
Mary­ 
land, Virginia, North C arolina and 
South 
Carolina , while 
decreased 
stocks are 
reported 
in 
Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama. Texas, Mississip­ 
pi, Louisiana, Tennessee, Arkansas, 
Kentucky, Indiana, New Mexico and 
Oklahoma. 
A general increase of albout three 
percent in storage stocks all over 
the countiy was shown. 
Carl H. Robison, federal agricul­ 
tural statistician 
with 
the state 
board of agriculture, announced he 
had been informed from W ashing­ 
ton that the next sweet potato re­ 
port would be issued as of March 
I, and monthly thereafter. 
Eighty-four of the sweet potato 
storage houses in Oklahoma, about 
half of the total number, had on 
hand 127,000 bushels on Dec, 15.

American Red Cross traditions 
are again being lived up to—this 
time in helping to meet a problem 
that for a time threatened to en­ 
gulf Greece, and which arose from 
the pouring into that country of 
more than a million refugees from 
Turkish-occupied territory. 
When 
the influx began last fall, Dr. A. 
Ross HUI, Vice Chairman in charge 
of 
Foreign 
Operations, 
w’ent to 
Greece. 
He 
purchased 
American 
and Australian flour and other food 
with which to feed the thousands 
of helpless women, children and old 
men—for the Turks had held all 
men of military age. 
These home­ 
less wanderers had been 
left 
at 
various ports on the mainland and 
on islands in the Aegean Sea and 
their plight was aggravated by the 
fact that they. had 
no 
adequate 


shelter. 
They were obliged to sleep 
in 
public 
buildings of every sort 
and some even remained 
on 
the 
quays where they 
had 
debarked; 
many lived in the streets, cooking 
such food as they had there. 
And 
the 
lack 
of

Then the 
American Red Cross brought food 
and medical supplies, spending al­ 
ready more than $2,000,000 from Its 
disaster emergency fund.

N. Haskell who has been directing 
the feeding of 10,000,000 famine vic­ 
tims in Russia. 
And Col. Haskell 
and a staff of experts who served 
with him in Russia and Armenia

(■ive Sweet ("lover a Chance 
(By Adrian Doane) 
There are, no doubt, many far­ 
mers in Oklahoma- intending to sow 
Sweet clover this fall, sfnoe thi( 
cost of good seed is comparatively 
high and the failure to obtain a 
stand are many, it would be well 
to consider 
a few factors 
that 
have a great deal to do with the 
making <f this valuable crdp* a* 
failure or success. 
The opinion that Sweet clove; 
can fee sown on almost any kind of 
•O il, at almost any time of the year 
and uudcr almost any conditions. i» 
quite general and erroneous many 
farmers have found by experience. 
There are cases, it is true, where 
stands of this crop have been ob­ 
tained with little or no effort in 
trying to prepare a seedbed, to sow 
at a particular season of the year 
or to get good seed, but they * arc 
exceptional. It is by chance that a 
good stand is obtained when little 
or no effort is expended in getting 
that crop started. One should not 
trust to luck that the soil, seedbed, 
season and seed are favorable to « 
successful start. There are enough 
chances that one must take on the 
weather and 
other 
uncontrollable 
factors, let alone things which can 
be controlled. 
(Sweet 
Clover, like 
alfalfa 
and 
many other legumes, thrives best 
on soils containing plenty of lime. 
Returns in growing this crop are 
not so profitable when grown on 
land containing little or no lime. 
•Clover can be grown on a wide 
range of 
Boils, clays, loams 
and 
even sandy soil; bottom lands and 
uplands. The loam soils, however, 
usually produce the best crop. 
A well prepared seedbed is desir­ 
able. The better the condition of 
the seedbed the more 'certain is a 
successful start with Sweet clover. 
The seed bed should be prepared 
the same as for alfalfa. 
Seeding in 
the fall months or 
September 
and 
October 
or 
the 
spring months of FVbruary, March 
and April is preferred. Spring seed­ 
ing has given better , results than 
full 
seeding on the 
experiment 
station farm. 
The beat s?ed that can be obtain­ 
ed is usually the cheapest, poor 
seed may have low vitality or may 
used, the result is a poor stand. 
Sweet clover should be seeded as 
shallow as possible. Shallo'w seed­ 
ing with such small seed* Is to fee 
prefered to deeper seeding*
